Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  aMUxIL  REPORT 

for  1949. 


The  general  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  under 
review  would  appear  to  be  satisfactory,  though  the  infantile 
mortali'oy  rate,  one  of  the  surest  indices  of  health  or  other- 
wise, is  still  a good  deal  higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales,  though  consider :,bly  lower  than  in  1948;  the 
higher  rate  may  be  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  biirth 
r?-te  for  the  District  is  higher  th:.n  for  the  rest  of  England 
^nd  Wales,  and  that  in  an  area  v;ith  such  ..  small  population  one 
deSvth  makes  a considerable  difference  to  the  death  rate. 

Maternal  morteiity  is  satisf^-ctory , as  also  is  the 
death  rate;  hetrt  diseases  and  cancer  make  their  usual  toll, 
together  with  non-tube rculous  respiratory  diseases,  but  the 
absence  of  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  causes 
of  dccatli  are  very  satisfactory. 

TIhe  amount  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  has 
been  pie osingly  low  .nd  there  has  been  no  notification  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  vaocinotions  and  immunisations  have 
risen  during  the  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  bhcat  the  number  of  municipally 
provided  houses  has  inor eased  during  the  year;  this  will  be  a 
relief  to  the  pressing  problem  of  shortage  and  should  reflect 
itself  in  an  increased  health  of  the  community. 

AS  regords  the  prevention  of  illness  the  v^ork  of 
vaccination  and  immunisation,  together  v;ith  the  advice  spread 
by  those  working  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  Inspectors, 
Midwives,  Maternity  ond  Child  Welfare  Officers,  Doctors,  and 
Nurses,  must  all  have  a beneficial  effect  upon  the  general 
h ea It h of  the  c ommuni t y.

Every  effort  v/as  made  to  keep  n,  high  standard  for  the 
production  and  handling  of  milk.  Every  new  application,  and 
every  application  for  a Special  BuSignttion  licence  was  dealt 
with  by  one  or  more  visits,  in  co-operation  v/ith  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  County  Council  Hepresentati ves  respectively, 
when  advice  was  given  to  the  Applicants  vA  th  regard  to  altera- 
tion of  buildings,  new  buildings,  and  the  correct  methods  of 
producing  clean  milk. 

On  the  1st  October,  hov/cver,  the  Milk  and  Bairics
